RED CROSS - 
A DREAM COME TRUE: 

With chronically ill, bedridden 
patients, every physician has thought 
about the benefit which could be 
derived from a change of scene for 
the patient, if only he could arrange 
it. 

In the Netherlands just such a 
lift is being provided for thousands 
of patients in the form of six day 
cruises aboard a Netherlands Red 
Cross hospital ship. The emotional 
and physical benefits begin months 
before the patient actually starts 
the trip, with his anticipation of 
release from the confinement of 
home and hospital. They persist for 
months afterwards when the patient 
has something to tell friends about 
his cruise, and a lot of things to 
remember with pleasure and satis¬ 
faction. 

The “dreamboat” of thousands of 
chronically ill patients in the Nether¬ 
lands is a modest craft resembling 
a flat-bottomed Mississippi River 
steamer. She is named the J. Henry 
Dunant, for the founder of the Red 
Cross. Since her maiden voyage 
three years ago, the handsome ves¬ 
sel has given about 2,500 patients 
a new look at. their maritime country, 
and a new lease on life. From April 
until October the “Dunant” cruises 
the complex inland waterways of the 
Netherlands. With the aid of mirrors 
the bedridden patients can see pic¬ 
turesque canal towns, windmills, 
passing barges loaded with cattle 
and cheeses and great foreign liners 
in busy Amsterdam, “Venice of the 
North.” 

Late each afternoon the “Dunant,” 
having cruised for about 12 hours, 
ties up for the night at the muni¬ 
cipal docks of another town for an 
evening of conviviality and visiting. 
Local towns-people, members of the 
Red Cross, relatives and old friends 
stream up the gangplanks. Often
